Local School
Budget Nears
$5 Mllllon

The school budget for the
coming year (1955-56) will be
approximately $4,750,000, Dr, J.
H. Hull, superintendent of
schools, told the Board of Edu-
cation Tuesday night.

To Indicate how the school
district has grown, Dr. Hull
compared this figure with the
first school budget seven years
ago which totaled $450,000.

The present budget repre-
sents a 10-fold increase, Since
that time, the student popula-
tion has jumped from 2000 to
15,000.

Teacher salaries have also in-
creased from a $2400 minimum
seven years ago to the present
$3895 minimum. The state
minirmum is $3400.

School Bond

Latest endorsement of the
$10 million school bond issue to
be voted on by local residents
came this week from the Tor-
rance Chamber of Commerce.

The election will be held June
7. Others who have endorsed
the bond issue include the Tor-
rance Industries, Tax Commit-
tee, Torrance City Council, all
of the local P-TA’s, and the
Torrance Educational and Ad-
visory Committee.

Dr. J. H. Hull, superintendent
of schools, gave the following
reasons for a $10 million bond
issue rather than a $2 million
one:

1. When the school district
has the money available, it can
take advantage of lpwer cost
sites;

2. When a school district has
a continuing program over a
long-range period, it is neces-
sary to have money available
or know when it will be avail-
able, so that it can make defi-
nite plans to proceed in logical
order; \

3. Whenever the bonding ca-
pacity is not used, that money
is passed up forever;

4. The $10,000,000 bond will
not be sold at once.

NEED FOR SUCH A I AW

Los Angeles County has al-
ready had 26 rabid dogs this
year, as many as there were
for all of 1954 combined. Four
of those dogs were Torrance
dogs (one in Lawndale).

Eighteen Torrance residents,
10 of them children, are pres-
.onll\ undergoing Pasteur treats
ment which is uncomfortable,
expensive, and carries a defi-
nite risk.

WHAT IS RABIES
Rabijes is an infectious
communicable disease always
transmitted by bites. It travels
up the nerve trunks from the
bite to the brain in man or ani-
mal and is always fatal.

DOGS MAJOR CARRIERS

The disease may occur in any
warm blooded animal but ' oc-
curs chiefly in dogs. In 1933
there were 170 cases of animal
rabies in the entire state of
which 154 were dogs.

HOW ADMINISTERED

Immmunization would be. re-
quired before granting the dog
license. The Southern Califors
nia Veterinary Medical Associs
ation has volunteered to carry
out the immunization without
charge to the city or dog own-
ers. The city would provide the
vaccine. All dogs picked up. by
the pound and not vaccinatéd
would be immunized before re-
lease to owners.
